not equal to those which can be furnished in a large 
centre such as Toronto, The Hospital is a really good 
one but with a comparatively limited number of beds. 

Its equipment,while good, cannot begin to compare with 
such a Hospital as the Toronto General and the teachers 
as a whole have not the same facilities for acquiring 
knowledge as the teachers in Toronto. The Hospital is 
not possessed of an adequate Out Patient Department. 
There is no Social Service Department and the Obstetrical 
Wards are too small to provide adequate material. 

The Nose and Throat Department is quite inadequate. 

Our Committee will not make its formal 
report for some time but my personal view is that we could 
safely admit their students from the primary years to our 
courses without making further demands on them. 

I would not think that it would be a proper thing to admit 
_ the students from the final years. 
If you wish more detail I shall be 


glad to run up and give it to you.
